Amend the Law relating to Fisheries in Ireland. a.d. 1892. 


B E it enacted "by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in tills present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Tbe owners of registered fishing boats in any district or part Petition, for 

of a fishing district in Ireland may forward a petition to the jj ( SwUng, 
Inspectors of Irish Fisheries praying that trawling may be pro- and pro- 
hibited within certain limits in the vicinity. thereon! 

If the inspectors are satisfied that such a petition is signed by 
10 two-thirds of the owners of the registered boats affected by such a 
proposal as living within or near the specified limits, they may 
prohibit trawling within such limits or within new and different 
limits of on the whole less extent than those proposed in the 
petition. 

15 They may issue such a prohibition without an inquiry, or after 
an inquiry has been held. 

If the inspectors decide not to grant any part of the prayer of 
such petition they shall within two months of receiving such 
petition forward such petition to the Lord Lieutenant, stating their 
20 reasons at the same time for refusing its prayer, and also stating 
by what proportion (in their estimation) of the owners of registered 
boats in the vicinity the petition has been signed. 

The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland shall have power on receiving 
such a petition to direct that the prayer of the fishermen, or a 
25 portion of the demands made by them, may be acceded to, and that 
trawling be prohibited within certain limits, notwithstanding any 
recommendation of the Inspectors of Irish Eisheries to the contrary. 


2. Section twenty-seven of the Act of the twenty-sixth and Alteration of 
twenty-seventh years of Victoria, chapter one hundred and fourteen, Board 0 f 
30 shall be and is hereby repealed. Conserva-

3 . No person shall be entitled to more than one vote at an 
election of conservators, notwithstanding 1 anything in eleventh and 
twelfth Victoria, chapter ninety-two, to the contrary. 

4 . On the first Monday in the month of October in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-two all existing boards of 5 
conservators shall cease, and new boards shall be elected. 

5 . This Act may be cited as the lashcrics Act., Ireland, 1892.
